The  lexical  and  atructural  Hat  la  not  exhaustive,  but  it  would  be 
iapossible  to  liat  every  atructural  or  lexical  item  the  soldier  would  be 
exposed  to. 

Appendix  6  is  e  machine  generated  vocabulary  list  aade  by  the  Doited 
States  Any  Training  and  Doctrine  Comand  at  Fort  Monroe.  Virginia.  Through  a 
review  of  the  current  P01.«ad  721  soldier' a  manual*  % 

subjective  evaluation  was  aade  on  each  task  to  deteraine  the  five  vocabulary 
reductions.  (Appendix  7)  The  five  categories  were: 

• 

1.  aost  iaportant 

2.  substantial  importance 

3.  iaportant 

4.  limited  importance 

3.  least  importance 

For  our  uses,  a  language  oriented  reduction  wee  also  needed;  therefore,  an 
in-house  vocabulary  list  wee  aade. 

Using  the  Soldier's  Manual  end  personnel's  observations,  a  vocabulary  list 
for  each  task  wee  aade.  The  words  were  categorised  in  three  ways: 

1.  Basic  Vocablary.  Basic  vocabulary  is  defined  as  those  words,  teras, 
and  acronyms,  that  could  be  taught  in  basic  training  or  a 
pre-enlistment  course. 

2.  General  vocabulary.  General  vocabulary  is  defined  as  those  words, 
teras,  and  acronyms,  season  to  everyday  English. 

3.  Technical  vocabulary.  Technical  vocabulary  is  defined  as  those  words, 
teras,  and  acronyms,  that  are  specific  to  the  NOB  training 

field. 

In  order  to  explain  any  redundancies  which  aay  be  noted  with  respect  to 
the  langsage  structures  and  vocabulary  itaas  cited  in  the  language  performance 
requirements  for  the  Basic  Training  BBL  course,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that 
at  present  it  is  planned  that  the  basic  structures  and  general  Bngiah 
vocabulary  neceseary  for  attainment  of  a  40  BCL  will  developed  in  the 
materials  designed  for  use  either  in  the  Basic  Training  BBL  course  or  the 
Fre-enlistaent  course.  The  basic  soldiering  vocabulary  will  also  be  developed 
in  the  BT  materials.  It  is  planned  that  aay  language  structures  identified  in 
the  analysis  of  the  72B  Soldier's  Msoual  and  the  Observation  Forae  not  listed 
for  40  BCL  (Appendix  I),  will  be  developed  in  the  NOS  course.  Also,  to  be 
included  as  pert  of  the  language  perforaeace  requirements  is  the  NOB  specific 
vocabulary.  (Appendix  4)
